4. The inventions listed as Groups l-lll do not relate to a single general 
inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the 
same or corresponding special technical features as evidenced by the two anticipatory 
references as noted in the search report: *W0 17 41537 A (CARTURAN et al 4 
December 1997 (1997-12-04) or /and ARMANINI ET AL' "Si02 Entrapment of 
animal cells. Part 2: Protein diffusion through collagen membranes with sol-gel Si02)

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The inventions lack a general concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because these 
inventions are independent or distinct and they have acquired a separate status in the 
art because of their recognized divergent subject matter and have acquired a separate 
status in the art in view of their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. The search and examination of the additional invention 
would be very burdensome in view of the above differences as well as different 
computerized searches in the various data bank bases.
